Cheapen* Prices. made neceshary by 
the changed >■• 
Hons during those 
thirty years. Comparatively few of the 
people In general realize yet how the 
MeKiiley Bill enlarged the free list or 
know in how many cases It lowered 
Tariff rates. These things the Free- 
traders, for their own purposes, passed 
by. They dwelt on the cases where 
Increase of dnty had been foond net 
sary. People In general, says The 
American Keouomist, were deceived Into 
thinking that the McKlnley Bill had 
advanced rates without reason or con- 
sideration. They did not nnderstand 
the necessity for the Increased rates 
where they were made and they feared 
results. This state of affairs does not 
exist today, and will not work the 



the new Tariff Law. 
However the people may lack knowledge 
still of the specific provisions of the 
McKlnley Law, they lack no apprecia- 
tion of Its beusfleent results. They 
have come to nnderstand the scientific 
and statesmanlike methods which uo 
lay that measure. They have come to 
realize the changed industrial condl 
tiens, and to know that Tariff changes 
are made to meet changed conditions 
and not merely to express the whims of 
the framers of the MIL Mom 
they will not be afraid ef high duties 
per se. There were plenty of instances 
under the McKlnly Law where the duty 
on an article was materially raised, but 
still the price of the article did not ad- 
vance. Take the case of tin plate, for 
instance. The duty was materially 
increased, and yet the retail price of tin 
plate did not advance. The only result 
of the increased duty was the establish- 
ment of many mills for the manufac- 
ture of tiu plate, and the giving of 
mployment to many thousands < f 
hands. The people can stand as many 
results ef that kind as the new Tariff 
Law chooses to give. The Free-traders 
will have to do something more thau 
cry "high Tariff." if they want to have 
any effect in the future. The people 
are not going to give the attention to 
that empty charge that they did before 
their experience under the McKiuley 
Law taught them that "high Tariff" and 
low prices often go hand in hand.
